School Keport. 


To the inhabitants of the nie of New Durham: 


At the opening of the present school year in compli- 
ance with the law requiring the School Board to elect one 
of its members treasurer, we elected Z. D. Berry to act in 
that capacity and failing to agree on the division of schools 
as heretofore, elected Mr. H. G. Chamberlin as superin- 
tendent, each of whose reports appear below. 

The work of securing teachers, preparing and con- 
ducting examinations, looking after incidentals and repairs 
has been participated in by the full board. 

In all our deliberations we have endeavored to be 
eonservative and have aimed to accomplish the best possi- 
ble results with an economical use of time and money.

Superintendent's Keport. 


On visiting the schools at the beginning of the spring 
term six of them were found doing excellent work. Such 
advice as seemed most needful was given. In some in- 
stances it was heeded, while in others it was not. The 
examination at the close of the term showed successful 
work in five schools. Of the other three the lack of suc- 
cess in one was caused mainly by a misunderstanding 
which might have been corrected; in another it was a 
fault of the teacher, while in the third it was either a fault 
of the parents or school board, and it should be plainly 
understood that all persons (true as they may be to their 
convictions of right) sometimes make mistakes; but the 
right of suffrage is yours and when our service is not ac- 
ceptable, let it be indicated at the polls rather than else- 
where. At the opening of the fall term it was evident 
that it was proper to make some changes in teachers, while 
others resigned causing vacancies so that only one teacher 
in town had the same school two successive terms, thus 
making it necessary to secure the services of five new 
teachers, which resulted in additional work. 

The fall terms were visited twice each, except the 
Caverly school which after running ten weeks had no 
scholars and was closed. So far as could be learned the 
teacher acquitted herself honorably, being well qualified 
and a good instructress and the propriety of running two — 
schools in this and the Rines districts will be a question 
for future consideration. The other schools with one ex- 
ception were very successful, some of them eminently so. 

Having been connected with your school work five 
successive years a marked change is noticeable and it is a 
pleasure to realize that there are those who have fitted 
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themselves for teachers during that time in our own schools 
and several were given positions as such, the past year. 
In most instances parents have co-operated with the 
school board for which we are very grateful. We are iv- 
terested in securing the best possible results and experience 
has proved that these can never be attained without home 
assistance, so let each remember that you are a very im- 
portant factor in the work of educating your own children.
